1. RESOURCE ALLOCATION HEARINGS. YOU HAVE WON A CONVERT 
IN SENATOR RIBICOFF WHO TOLD ME TODAY THAT HE HAS BEEN 
VERY MUCH INFLUENCED BY YOUR STATEMENTS RECENTLY DEALING 
WITH RAW MATERIALS. AFTER PRAISING YOU, HE SAID HE 

HOPES YOU WILL BE ABLE TO ACCEPT HIS INVITATION TO APPEAR 
BEFORE THE FINANCE COMMITTEE ON RESOURCE ALLOCATION. 

YOUR CAREFULLY STATED THESIS IN THIS AREA, HE EXPLAINS, 
REQUIRES THE KIND OF SUPPORT IT WOULD GET FROM THE 
HEARINGS. I PROMISED TO DISCUSS THIS REQUEST WITH YOU 
WHEN YOU RETURN AND GET BACK TO THE SENATOR. 

2. MIDDLE EAST. DON RIEGEL HOPES IT WILL BE POSSIBLE 

TO SEE YOU AT YOUR CONVENIENCE SOMETIME SOON AS A FOLLOW- 
UP ON HIS RECENT TRIP TO THE MIDDLE EAST. WHILE THERE, 

HE MET WITH SADAT AND GAMASY, AND, IN ISRAEL WITH PERES, 
ALLON AND OTHERS. RIEGEL SAYS HE WANTS TO PERFORM 
A "SERIOUS LEGISLATIVE ROLE" ON MIDDLE EAST ISSUES AND 
FEELS THIS IS AN IMPORTANT QUESTION THROUGH WHICH

3. THE "GREAT DEBATE” NOT SO GREAT. THIS SENATE COLLOQUY 
ON U.S. MILITARY AND FOREIGN POLICY, SCHEDULED FOR ALL 
DAY TODAY AND TOMORROW, BEGAN WITH LENGTHY OPENING 
STATEMENTS BY IOHN STENNIS AND STROM THURMOND AND HAS 
DWELT SINCE THEN ON U.S. TROOP STRENGTH, COMMITMENTS, 

AND THE ROLE OF THE CONGRESS. WE HAVE PROVIDED A 
NUMBER OF SHORT SPEECHES ON FOREIGN POLICY QUESTIONS WHICH 
MAY ARISE AND DOD HAS DONE SO WITH MILITARY TOPICS. THE 
DEBATE BEGAN SLOWLY BUT HAS PICKED UP STEAM. IT PROMISES 
TO HEAT UP FURTHER TOMORROW AND WILL TAKE ON CONCRETE 
APPLICATION DURING THE REMAINDER OF THE WEEK IN VOTES ON 
THE MILITARY PROCUREMENT BILL.
